Four words, viz. earvelessness, indulgenze, 
slot and contempt, express the source of the 
crime.

ed; (with Bequent repetition) yet none of 
my Ministers have been able to comprehend 
it.

The subsequent partiealars were: collected 
partly from conversation, partly from private 
letters, aûd partly from the Pekin Gazette 
for November, December, aud January last. 

A letter from the Vice-roy of Pekin, 12 
days after the attack on the Palace, to.the 
Viceroy ef Canton states, that the chief 
tawn of the district Log, iu the province of 
Ho-nan was destroyed hy the Ansurgents, 
aad the Othcers of Government put to death 
seethat the whole district of Gdn.ygn was in 
the possession of. the Insurgents—tiat, ou 
hearing of the Emperial troops advaacing to 
attack them, they burned the chief town of 
Cang-yue it the province of Pe.chele, and 
Hed—that they had taken the chief town of 
Ting-taou district ia the province of Shans

Ât is said, that the Imperial army had, in 
some districts through which they passed, put 
mea, women and children to the sword.

The Chinese are credulous in the ektreme, 
especially about the interference of invisible 
beings and departed spirits in their affairs. ve 
It is reported and generally believed, that as. 
the [mperial army drew near ta the rebels te 
battle, there was lightening, and the appears 
ance of a man in the clouds, with a red fiery, 
angry co@ntenance=and that the leader of 
the rebels was struck dead.  Tkis imaginaryp- 
being was it issaid, a man, who in his life 
was vory:eminent for his virtues, and (bein 
deified), was expected to appear for the dee 
liverance of the country in some seasan of 
distress. The [mperial army gained a great 
victory, for the others are said to have been 
dreadfullg alarmed by this appearance. , 

- Tho leader: of the rebels in Shan-lung, 
whose name is Lin, afÂrms himself to be 
Lew-peuen-te, a man famous for goodness. 
and valor, who lived about a thousand years: 
ago.--He founds this assertion on the come 
monly received opinion of the iMetempsye 
ehosis. 

There are many and various opinions about 

the causes of the present disturbance in China, 
Some think it is the consequence of the ap… 
pearance of a comet, which was seen upwards 
ef. two years ago. Others say, and the Em. 
peror’s letter seems to confirm it, that it arose 
fram the disaffection of one of his own bro- 
thers. _Fhree of his brothers were said to be 
engaged with the rebels, 
… Several attempts were made to take the life 
of His Majesty—one by endeavouring to con= 
vert his pipe into a rocket; but happening to 
be reading an official paper when the pipe was 
brought to him, and holding it carelessly ia 
his ‘hand, it went off close by his ear, without 
hurting him3 he then rose and struck the 
page that brought it, so that he soon died. 

One of the Eumuchs of thé palace brought 
a cup of Genseng which he had prepared for 
his Majesty; but his Majesty felt an aversion 
to it at the time, aad gave it as a mark of res 
gard to a favorite page, who drank it and 
died in the eourse of the evening, 

The Emperor's disaffected brothers, toge. 
ther with the Eunuchs, -are thought to have 
been at the bottom of both these plans. 
Eighteen Eunuchs were put to death; during 
the attack on the palace, several of the Lae 
dies put an eud to their own lives, 

The Emperor had been out hunting at his 
Sammer-house in Tartary, and was expected 
to return the night that the principal ‘attack 
was made in the palace; but was unavoidabiy 
detained several days longer, and thus escaped 
the snare that ava laid for his life, Fhe Chie 
nese-who are loyal say, that these esenpes are 
by the Teen ming.ie (hy the deeree of heaven.)

. Fn several provinces in China, the famine 
was very severely felt during 1813, and it 
was fearcd would be still more so in the pre- 
sent year. Fhe yellow river, which sises in 
the mountains of Tibet, and falls into the spá 
near to Nan-king, had broke down its banks 
“and destroyed the rice fields in several pro- 
vinccs.. 

At Canton in February, there was 
& subscription set on foot by order of 
$he Emperor, professediy for the relief of 
‘those provinces. 

Ít was not ascertained to what extent the 
tebelliou was likely to be carried. It ap. 
pears to have been the most serious of any 
during the two last centuries, It was how- 
Ever supposed, that the Imperial Army would 
Ána revaik. 

Tie Fonels had betaken themselves to the 
mountains of Tae-hang, which are about 400 
miles in circumfcrence ; and unless the Impe. 
rial Army can cut off their provisions, they 
may hold out for a long time, as numbers of 
disaffected persons will join them,

Mr. J. W. Ricketts, the Attorney for the 
claimant, stated the circumstances to the 
Court, which appeared nearly as follow. The 
Venus was freighted by the Government of 
Fort St. George for the conveyance of stores 
to Amboyna, and for a return eargo to Ben. 
gal, but having been unfortunately wrecked at 
Banda and abandoned, her commander deter. 
mined to expose the wreck to public sale for 
the bescfit of the underwriters, and Captain 
Crozier the claimant, conceiving the proba- 
bility of being able by his exertions to make 
a profitable purchase, despatches to Banda 
the Defendant Mr. Penney as his agent to 
purchase the wreck in question, which he 
efiected in that capacity at public auction, 
for the sum of Spanish dollars 1,001. The 
Defendant, having completed the object of 
his mission, addressed to Captain Crozier a 
letter, uider date the 17th March 1813, con- 
gratulating the claimant on the advantageous 


bargain, he had made for him, mentioning the 
stores which were required, aud urging the 
necessity of dispatching without delay the ship 
Cato (then at Amboyna) for the purpose of 
rendering assistance to recover the wreck. 

The Cato is a vessel belonging to Capt. 
Crozier, whose hopes of success to this ad. 
venture entirely depended upon the assistance 
to be derived from her in raising the wreck 
suficiently out of the water to render the 
leaks accessible, which it was necessary 
should be stoped, in order to keep the Venus 
afloat on the event of her being raised. 
The Cato was accordingly despatched with 
the necessary stores to Banda, and, shortly 
after her arrival, the Venus was raised and 
sofar repatred as to enable her to proceed 
with safety to Amboyna, where, upon her 
arrival, a plan was set on foot by Mr. Penuy 
and others for the purpose of depriving Capt. 
Crozier of his interest in the vesscl.— The 
Defendant therefore relinguished his character 
of agent and assumed the character of owner. 
The claimant, after receiving some intimation 
of the design in agitalion, proceeded to obtain 
possession of his property, which was at first 
resisted by Mr. Penny, who however soen 
after quited the ship for the purpose, as he 
admitted before the College of Justice, of 
effccting the transfer of the Venus to one Mr. 
Bolston, aud on his return finding that Capt. 
Crozier had left some of his own people in 
charge of the ship, Mr. Penny proceeded as 
commander (to which situation it seemed he 
had been immediately appointed upon effecte 
ing the transfer of the vessel to Mr. Bolston ) 
to oust them of the possessiun. 


The principal facts of the case were admite 
ted:by Mr. Penny before the College—He 


acknöwledged the letter reportiug the pura 
chase of thé Venus on Capt. Crozier’s aca 
count to have been written by himself, that 
he had proceeded to Banda as Capt. Crozier’s 
agent toeffcct the purchase of that vessel, 
that he had paid the purchase money without 
any communication with his principal, and 
that he had afterwards transferred his property 
so acquired to Mr. Bo!ston, who it appcared 
was well acquainted with all these circum. 
stances. As these admissions, combined with 
other evidence laid before the Coileg>, dispels 
Jed every doubt respecting the truus nature of 
the transaction, and appeared to the College 
to constitute very saäsfactory evidence of 
the intention of the parties to deprive Capt. 
Crozier of the Vervs, aud, adverting also to 
the consideration, which affected the legality 
of the subsequeut transfer by Mr. Penny 
to Mr. Bolston, that according to the Dutch 
Laws (preserved to the Moiuccas by the 
terms of capitulation) the signatures of two 
Members of the College ar: necessary to 
establish the validity of any iastrument trans. 
ferring an interest în ships and real property; 
and a duty of 9 per cent, on the value of the 
property transferred heing payahle to Govs 
ernment, as well as the instrument required 
to be drawn in a prescribed form upou 
stamped paper of a certain value, the College 
felt it impossible, sitting as they then were 
to administer the Dutch Laws, to recognize 
the vatidity of a transaction in contravention. 
therete, and it was equally impossible for 
them to admit of a procedure which defauded 
the Government of a portion of its Revenue. 
The College therefore eould not otherwise 
deeree, than that the claimant should be 
restored to the possession of the Venus, and 
that he be required to deposit the amount, due 
on account of the purchase, in the hands of 
the proper officer of the College, that it might 
be ready for the purpose of being paid to any 
person who should be entitled to receive it. — 
It was also ordered that the Fiscal should be 
charged with the execution of that part of 
the decree, which related to the reinstatement 
of Capt. Crozier in the possession of the 
vessel. ee

Extract of a letter on Smoking Ships, in 
order to discover Leaks, and to deséroy 
Vermin. OEE 

“C Asilis very common for ships to have 
leaks about the stem and. head.knees, which 
remain sometimes for years undiscovered, al. 
th5ugh when plunging deep with a head sea, 
these leaks are liable to become dangerous; [ 
recommend the following simple method, to 
discover the leaks of ships, which, if brought 
into general usc, would, [ think, greatly. bea 
neft alt those concerned in maritime affairs. 

“* This method is merely to fll with the 
smoke, all new ships prior to launching, or 
afterwards when docked, or old ships în dock, 
which may be done easily, without any risk 
from fire. Some carpènters should be ready 
with chalk,.to mark the plates where the 
smoke issues, wliich peretrates where water 
wilt not, and the-threads of smoke will be in 
proportion to the leaks. 

“* All old East India ships, every time they 
are docked, should be smoked with charcoal, 
and some ingredients mixed with it, to aug- 
ment the smoke, in order to kill all the "rats 
and mice, as well as to discover leaks. 
“Some time ago, my ship being over run 
with rats, mice, and cockroaches, 1 secured 
the deadlights, and every other place as well 
as possible, then lowered down upon the 
ballast in the mainhold, a large Pot, contain. 
ing about a cmf. of charcoal, red hot, and 
laid on ita quantity of shakingsa little wet, 
and dipt in tar, Butin order to make cer. 
tain of destroying the vermin, I placed also 
upon the ballast a smalt kettle, with sulphur 
or fre, and immediately closed the hatch, se- 
curing it with ctay. 

‘< In a few minutes, the smoke began to 
issue out at many parts of the ship, which en- 
abied the carpenter to mark them, by which 
means a leak was discovered in the stem, af 
ten years standing, or from the time the ship 


first loate d; and many efforts had been made 
at-variòus times to discover ît; without sutcesst 
"£ After 40 hours, the hatches were opened; 
and the rats were found in a petrified state, 
but the ‘cockraaches were as lively as sever, 
If a sufficient gumber of kettles were used, 
according to the size of the ship to be smok4 
ed, charcoal would answer, without any other 
ingredient. Were I with you, L should be 
happy to make trial, at my own expense, 
with the view of bringing it into gencral use 
for the good of the country, as.I can answer 
for ils success, if the experiment is properly 
made.” Re 
dnnotation by Mr. Horsburgh. 

In the early part of my life, I belonged 
to a ship, which was smoked, in order to dis. 
cover a-leak, and to destroy rats; but either 
from a deficiency of the combustible matter 
(coftained in a large iron pot, and placed on 
the baltdst,) or from the want of a free cire 


culation of atmospheric air, to give energy to 


the combustion, or probably from both causes 
combined, the quantity of mephitie smoke 
produced was not sufficientty dense to have the 
desired'effect; for only a few rats were fomnd 
dead, and these near the fire place; nor did 
any smoke issue out through the scams of the 
ship, or otherwise, so as to enable us to diss 
cover theleak. 1 therefore apprehend, that 
to make certain of a favorable result in smoke 
ing ships, either to discover leaks, or to des. 
troy vermin, the best way would be to have 
the furnace, or vessel that contains the coma 
bustible matter, placed upon deck, with à 
tube affixed to it, on a principle of a forcing 
condenser, in order to conduct all the smoke 
and sulphrous gas into the hold; so that by. 
continuing the combustion a sufficient length 
of time, and working the forcing valves of 
the condenser, the body of mephitic smoke in 
the hold might be increased to a great degree 
of density, without risk from fire; and cere: 
tainly the probability of discovering leaks and 
destroying rats, or other vermin, will be ìn 
proportion to the density of the mephitic gas.

“On Satu rday morning last, accounts reaches 
ed the Presidency, by the arrival of the 
Thainstone, Captain Peters, from Murdeo,.

passession of the following extract of a Latter, 
most obligingly lent us for tie purpose of 
making it known. 

‘£ The brig zfrabella, Capt. Joachim Pe. 
reira, left Tappanooly, on the 3d September 
last, bound to the northern ports, for Pepper. 
On the 9th, the casab of the vessel, arrived. 
there, with intelligence of her having been cuf- 
off by eight Javanese, who were part of the 
crew. « He stated that about 10 o’cleckson 
the night of the 4th, one of the Javanese, 





" atabbed the Commander white sitting in his, 


chair on the quarter deck, on which, the rest, 
who were already armed, rushed aft, and 
threw him averboard==two of the villains then: 
weut below; and committed the same horrid 
deed on Mr. Achille Router, the supracargo, 
a very promising youdg man, son.in-law of 
Mr. Courbons of Pondicherry, and who was 
asleep in his cot at the timer—they thom: 
secured the lascars, confined them in the hold, 
and put the hatches on, after which they. all. 
got into the boat, taking with them what fevr 
Dollars they found in the cabio, two Malay 
boys and a Nias girl: they then scutiled the 
vessel, intending all on board to perish with 
her, but fortunately two of them had secreted 
themselves in the tops, and. when the boat 
left the vessel (which was not till she was 
within a fgot of the water’s edge) they came 
below and released their companions, thirteén 
in uumber, from the hold; but shocking 
to relate; before they could prepare a raft, 
the vessel’ went. down, and all except the 
syrang and the casab, must have perished 
with her; they fortunately got hold of a hen. 
coop and some capstin bars, and were picked 
up three days after by a small boat which 
took them to Tappanooly, whence the Resi. 
dent Mr, Hayes, with an alacrity honorable 
to his humanity, immediately went with five 
boats to search all round the Island of Man- 
felar (within 10 mites of where this atrocious 
act was committed) in the hopes of picking up 
some of the crew, or relieving any that might 
have been drifted on the Isiaud : after a fruit. 
less search of four days, Mr. H. was obliged 
te return, when he received information that 
the vessel’s boat had been seen six days 
before, standing to the southward ; go there is 
overy kope of the villains being brought to 
justice, as Mr. H. had, previous to-going to the 
Island, sent expresses eff with the informa. 
tion to Natal and Padang with armed boats, 
to secure them in case of falling in with thema 
at sea.” 8

humane endeavours of Mr, Hayes may be 
crowned with success. ‘The girl not being a 
party concerned, may in the erent of their 
landing, give such information to the inhabi. 
tants as tu occasion their being secured. Mr.

It was 
CVE Imagined, upon very false and flimsy 
Srounds, hat the mere absence of a monarch 
would ensure to tiem a great superiority 
Over other European nations. his cir- 
Cumstance produced indeed the advantage, 
that there was no one to sign a disgracetul 
treaty, and successively to surrender his 
Provinces. But with regard to vigorous 
and efficient measures for repelling the foe, 
these, we are convinced, would have been 
Promoted by the presence, even of the 
Weakest. monarch. His authority would 
have given that union of effort, and have 
Commanded that universal obedience, the 
Waat of which has been the undoing of 
Spain. H has been observed often and 
truly, that a despotism succeeding to free 
S0vernment, is the most powerful of all 
alministrations. We may now observe in 
return, (hat a freegovernment immediately 
Sacceeding a despotism is the weakest, 
Fhe oppfessive and deadening influence 
ofthe preeeding government, has prevented 
the rise of any great talents, orsany experie 
Ence in publicaffairs. They cannot be create 
ed at once, even under more favourabie cir- 
Cumstances, The first effect therefore of 
the charge is to remove that unity of coun- 
sel and action, which form the main advan» 
tge of an absolute, ar monarchical governe 
Meent. Such was the condition of Spain, 
and he who duly considers this, will cease 
to wonder at that imbecility which formed 
the uniform character of successive ad- 
ministrations.

him with the French frontier. The militia 
and peasantry, collecting behind him, hare 
rassed and cut off the parties sent out forthe 
purpose of collecting forage and provie 
sions. By the combined influence of these 
causes it was, that his force.became no 
longer able ta face that army, which its 
superior numbers had formerly compelled 
to retreat, Fo the weakness thus supere 
induced, rather than to the absolute want 
of provisions, we are inctined to attribute, 
the precipitate rctreat of this commander 
in the spring of 1811. Lord Wellington, 
having just received a reinforcemtent of 
5009 men from Ireland, notiees in his dis- 
patches his intention of attacking the 
enemy, for the purpose of raising the siege 
of Badajos. It was probably on observe 
ing moveinents indicating this resalution, 
that Massena determined to save his army 
by timely withdrawing. He conducted 
his retreat ably, and without exposing his 
army to any material loss; but could not 
prevent the allies, wlio followed hard bee 
hind, from investing Almeida, the northern 
barrier of Portugal. So little provision, 
it appears, had been made for sucha vie 


cissitude, that this important place con« 
tained supplies for scarcely three weeks. 


Massena, however, on approaching the 
Spanish frontier, found his situation mas 
terially improved. All the garrisons of 
Castile and Asturias, with all the troops 
‘employed to keep the guerillas in check, 
though they could not be permanently 
withdrawn, could yet be collected fora 
temporary object, He soon fouud hime 
self at the head of an army superior to that 
opposel to him; and commenced a dese 
perate attack on the lines which covered 
the siege of Almeida. The judgment, 
however, with which they were formed, 
and the gallantry with which (hey were 
defended, rendered this attempt fruitless 
to himself, and glorfous to the British 
arms, He was now forced to remain an 
inactive spectator of the fall of (his im pore 
tant fortress, though the garrison was 
saved by an act of skilful daring on the 
art of (he governor. 

On the southern fròntier, the British 
arms were crowned with equal glory, 
though not with a result equally fortunate, 
Á sad scene of Spanish misconduct and dis- 
aster had preceded. The Marquis de la 
Romana, the greatest man by fat who had 
arisen during the present contest, possessed 
an army rendered, by his own cares, truly 
powerful and efficient, and capable of co- 
operating with British troops. This illus- 
trious nobleman, however, had very re- 
cently fallen a victim to fatigues endured 
in his country's cause, and {he command 
devolved upon Manozabal, who seems to 
have been totally unqualified for such a 
station. His first operation was to (Ifrow 
3000 men into Olivonza, a place not sup- 
plied with any adequate means of defence. 
‘Fhe troops, in couscquence, were soon 
surrounded and captured. ‘The French 
having then invested Badajos, the Spanish 
general, who remained posted on.the other 
side of the Guadiana, suffered himself to 
be surprised, and his whole army nearly 
cutoff, The remainder, shut up in Ba 
dajos, was surrendered by the governor, 

‘ without standing an assault, to an army 
little superior in number to his own: 
These dreadful losses deprived the Anglo 
Portugese army of all Spanish co-operá- 
tion, and also of a fortress which formed 
an important basis to their future opera- 
tions: ‘The determination was formed to 
recover il, if possible. The difficulties of 
the euterprise were considerable. From 
the situatien of Badajos on the opposite 
sile of the Guadiana, an army from Por- 
tugal besieging it were liable to have 
their retreat cut of. The danger was 
much greater, when the floods had carried 
away all the bridees, and it was absolutely 
necessary lo wait till they could be repair- 
ed. 'Pbis detay enabled Soult to collect 
all the force within his reach, and to ad- 
vance,upen the allies. They repulsed 
him completely, in the glorious, thouek 
sanguinary victory, at Albuera. But the 
siege had been suspended, and was to be 


begun a new. Lord Wellington pushed it 
vigorously; bat the active resistance of tha 


governor enabied the enemy to organize 
a new plan of operations. Soult in (he 
south, and Marmiont in the north, having 
eollected their whole dispeseable force, 
formed a junction on the banks of the 
Gaadiana, and advanced 60,00u strong 
upon Badajos.—bord Wellington then 
judged it pruden to abandon ‘his enter 


prise, and to retire within the. Portuguese 
frontier. The great efforts extended upon 
this place, had thus served only as a di= 
version in favour of the Spaniards, and 
gerticularly the guerillas, who, during 
this period exhibited a remarkable aug- 
mentation. Perhaps, while the French 
force in Spain continued so great, this ef- 
fect wäs as much as any effort of the con- 
bined armies could be expected ta pro- 
duce. 

A similar attempt, made towards the 
close of the year, upon the fortress of 
Ciudad Rudrigo, was followed by a similar 
result. A blockade of three mouths had 
reduced the place to considerable extree 
mity; but Marmont by evacuating nearly 
the whole north of Spain, succeeded in 
collecting an army of 60,000 men, when 
Lord Wellington raised the siege. 

Aftér this hasty sketch of preliminary 
events, we arrive at the period te which 
this survey peculiarly relates. Lord Wels 
Hington was now aware of the great diver- 
sion which the arms of France were about 
to experience in the north of Enrope. 
Considerable detachments had already bee 
gua to withdraw from the peninsula. This 
change of affairs dictated a vigorous of« 
fensive system, at once to favour the ex- 
ertion of our northern allies, and to ime 

rove the respite thus granted to Spain. 

efore, however entering into the details 
of the eventful campaign which followed, 
it may be proper to take a view of what 
was passing in the eastern part of the 
peninsula. 

The frontier provinces of Arragan and 
Catalonia had, from the beginning, been the 
grand theatre of Spanisli glory. ‘Fheir 
heroic resistance had not only thrown 
lustre on the Spanish rame, but rendered 
them immortal in the annals of maukind. 
Saragossa without walls and without troops, 
had repuised the attack of veteran ar- 
mies; while Gerona, which ranked only 
asa fortress of the second. ofder, with= 
stood for a year every effort to subdue it, 
Buónaparte determined to strain every 
nerve in order to quell this desperate and 
growing resistance. After having tried in 
vain several of his most illustrious com- 
Manders, he at length found one well suited 
of accamplish his object. Suchet, by the 
total defeat of Blake near Saragossa, found- 
eda reputation which was Hicreasecd by 
every subsequent achtevement. His-mi- 
litary character seerus to bear great resem- 
‘blance to that of his master, Bold and 
decisive, profound in planning, rapid in 
acting, following up every sucvess without 
a moment’s delay, be never allowed his 
adversaries to breathe. And when, after 
‘victory, terror was to be inspired, and 
every call of mercy to be disregarded, the 
tyrant then found, in Suchet, an instras 
ment prompt to execute his most sangtuin- 
ary mandates, Means of resistance truly 
forimidahle had been organized: Lerida 
had beeu strengthene:l. Tortola and Tar- 
ragoua, which at the beginning of the 
contest were open towvs, had been con verte 
ed into fortresses. Phe Spaniauds, in 
whatever else they had failed, had always 
shewn a charactersotie obstinacy in this 
‚species of defence. Now, theretore, a 
terrible struggle began, every resource was 
“exhausted, both of attack and defence. 
“Supported by unfailing means, the unright- 


eous-eause always truimphed, yet every’ 


fortress _sub:ined, ‘cost a new army to 
‚France. Atlength her forces reached the 
‘Tast bulwerk of Catalonia; ‘Parragona 
‘alone rematued ursuabdued. As this tere 
minatian of (he contest drew near, des- 


B iten rose on both sides to the 
ighest pitch. Suchet, seeing that he 


_eould succeed, only by unprecedented 
celerity, lavished the blood ot his troops, 
carried post after post by storm, and 
fought by extraordinary efforts, to an- 
ticipate the succuurs which were prepar- 
ing from every quarter of Spain, Irrilat- 
„ed by the resistance which he encountered, 
Zand the inmense losses of his army, he 
“announced the dreadtul resolution of lay- 
ing Tarragona in ashes. Unbappily the 
opportuuity was given of fuifiling this 
faial threat. The advantages aflorded to 
the place by its maritime position, were 
“not duly employed, either for reinforcing 
„the garrison, or tor withdrawing it. All 
the exierior works being carried, and a 
breach effected, the French army proceed- 
ed to a general assault. They entered, 
and the troops which had detended the 
place so gallantly, struck with sudden 


panic, fled, and suffered themselves to be : 


slaughtered without resistance. The dire. 
ful threat Was tben fulfiled; fre aml 
sword were let loose, and this ancient aud 
renowned city presented ina fcw hours 
only a pile of smoaking ruins. 

his dismal catastrophe produced at 
sfivst the effect intended. The Catalonians 
„struck with terror and seeing this last bul- 
„Wark falien, regarded their country as lost. 
The army.brokeup.:and either returned 
to their homes, or repaired to other proe 


vinces, where there seemed still a patriot 
standard to rally round. Suchet improved. 


his success by marching direct to Mont- 


serrat, where the patriots had thrown up 
strong entrenchments, and had establish- 
ed a species of depót. The place was car- 
ried by storm; and the subjection-of Cata- 
lonia seemed complete. Ít was but a 
serablance however; for scarcely did the 
shortest interval eciapse, when the flame 
burst forth: anew, more bright than ever. 
The proclamations of Lacy and d'Eroles, 
two generals of merit, were eagerly obeyed, 
and ina few weeks twenty thousand men 
were in arms. The Pyreneau frontier still 
confined fastnesses, upon which the army 
could rest its operations, and the oecupa- 
tion of the islandsof Lias Medas, on the 
eastern part of the coast, afforded them an 
in pregnable position, and a ready channel 
of communication withthe British navy. 
From this moment the patriot force in Lata- 
lonia continued to present an aspect as for- 
midable as at any preceding period of 
the war. 

'Fhis revival of patriot ecnergies was 
doubtless greatly favoured by the circum- 
stance, that Suchet was uow intent upon 
‘another object. Valencia was the only 
great city in this part of the peninsula, 
which remained unsubdued. Ïhis pro- 
viace had not tailed to contribute to the 
general cause; yet it had not shone very 
conspicuously ; and a. narrow provincial 
spirit, which directed its cfferts, greatly 
impaired the benefit which might have 
been derived from them, Still to prevent 
its fall became the general interest of Spain; 
and Blake who then united the characters 
of Regent and Generalissimo, repuired 
thitber withan army from Cadiz, This 
force consisted of about 3,000 men, the 
best disciplined which Spain possessed; 
when united with the armies of Vatencia 
and Arragou, it formesl an amount ex- 
ceeling 0,000 men. The castle of Mur- 
viedro, built on the renowned site of (he 
ancient Saguntum, served as a rampart to 
the capital, and the reduction of this place 
was a necessary preliminary to any attack 
uponthe city. Itsdefence was vigarous; 
and Blake had time to coliect all his force, 
and give batile in its defence. He was 
totally defeated however with the loss of 
several thousand in killed, wouaded, ant 
prisoners. The Spaniards have not usual. 
ly been successful in pitched battles, and 
we have scarcely the meaus of. forming a 
erilicism upen the condactof the present 
aetion. It appears however, even upon 
Blake’s own statement, that the army ad- 
vanced in three cotunus, wiich did not 
communicate with each other, and that 
the main attack was made by the least dis- 
ciplined part of the troops. He sceins 
aware of the disadvantage arising frou 
these circumstances: but endeavours to 
excuse them, not we think very satis- 
factorily, by the nature of tlre ground in 
which they weretoact. The fall of Sa- 
guntum speedily follawed the loss of (his 
battles and Suchet then pressed forward 
with his whole army to the banks of the 
Guadalaviar. ‘This river, of considerable 
magnitude, formed now the only remain- 
ing barrier of Valencia.” The Spauiards 
had formed along its opposite side a series 
of entrenched camps, which remdercd it 
necessary for Suchet to await the arrival 
of artillery, before he attempted the puss 
sage. A river however forms, in general, 
aline of defence too extensive ta be long 
maintained against an active and enter- 
prising enemy. The attempt even is dau- 
gerous; for as the army which detendsthe 
passage must spread itself along the whole 
ot this line, it-will necessarily be. weak at 
each particular point. Blake, with the 
force from Cadiz, ocenpied Valencia, 
while Mabi, with the troops levied in the 
province and in Arragon, extended from 
Quacte upwards along the river. Suchet 
saw allthe advantages that might be de- 
rived from, this positton of the Spanish 
army. He determined fa attack at the 
point of junction between these two _divi- 
sions. To this point, by a rapid and 
uuexpected movement, he collected nearly 
the: whole of his force; he crossed the 
river, stormed the entrenched camp; 
entircly separated Mahi from Valencia, 
and from the army of Blake, and pursued 
him beyond the Xucar. Theu, wheeling 
round, he cut off the retreat of Blake, and 
forced him to take refuge within the walls 
of Valencia, which was immediately 
invested, 


prudence in Blake thus to expose himself, 
with the flower of the Spanish aries, to 
be shut up ina place incapable of a ree 
gutar defence. But after bringing his 
côuntry tosuch an extremity, it might 
have been expected that some great, some 
extraordinary elfort would be made to ex- 
tricate her. ‘The path was marked out by 
the immortal achievements of Palafox, in 
a situation far more desperate. Now it

It weicertainly an act of extreme im 


fully appeared, and the reputation which 
he had acquired, it is dificult to say how, 
entirely vanished. His first measure con-= 
sisted in an abortive effort to escape with 
hisarmy. This attempt ought- never to 
have been made, without the most promis- 


ing hopes of success, since its necessary 


tendency was te inspire the utinost des- 
pondence. Yet, notwithstanding its dis- 
piriting inflaence, the heroism of the in- 
habitants counteracted the weakness of 
their commander, and forced him to reject 
the proposittons af the French general. 
The aim of Suchet was now to inspire 
terror, both by pushing his approaches 
with desperate rapidity, and by commence 
ing a furiaus bombardment upon the city. 
The courage of the inhabitants was shaken, 
and Blake, tustead of seeking to revive it, 
availed himself of the momentary panic, 
to sign an ignominious capitulation, by 
which himself and his army were deliver- 
ed up as prisoners of war. 

We acquit Blake of treason. It does 
not seem possible, that a man who stood at 
the head of the Spanish goverument and 
army, could receive any price that might 
weigh in the bala:e: with the loss of th s 
high station, and of all his fame with his 
country and posterity. He seems to have 
possessed personal bravery, and a know- 
ledge of nulitary tactics, But no intellect, 
no invention, no capacity of acting in un- 
tried and critical situations.

When he ap- 
peared in the balcony, the people recog= 
nised him and made the air resound with 
cries of vivat ; the Emperor received these 
expressions of respect with kindness, 
Alter a short repose tlis Majesty went in 
a carriage toa Meadow called peunf, on 
the right bank of the Reignitz. He here 
reviewed on foot the 3d and Ath division 
of the Bavarian army of observation. 
After which he returned on horseback to 
his hotel. ‘Phe Emperor deigneedt again to 
shiew himself to the people fram the bale 
cony,‚ who received him with numerous 
acclamations. At half past 10 Hiis Majes- 
ty returned to Bayreuth: the inhabitants 
spontaneously illuminated their houses in 
the streets through which the Emperor 
was to pass.
